SCARCELY had the sounds of 
celebration died down in Mos­ 
cow for the recapture of Russia’s 
holy city of Kiev—one of the great 
victories of the war—when the can' 
non of the capital ag&in were set 
booming in a 124-gun salute for the 
Red army’s liberation of the stra­ 
tegic railway junction of Faster, 
35 miles southwest of Kiev. 
This fresh Russian assault, which 
today is driving beyond Fastov, pre­ 
sents the harried Hitlerites with a 
double menace. It has severed the 
main rail communication with the 
German forces trapped in the Dnie­ 
per bend. 
It is thrusting dangerously to­ 
wards Rumania, thus threatening 
to create another huge trap for the 
annihilation of still more of the 
invaders, whose losses during re­ 
cent months have been colossal. 
These victories, 
which repre­ 
sent the chief military develop­ 
ments of the week-end in the Euro­ 
pean 
war, 
emphasized 
Premier 
Stalin’s declaration Saturday night 
that Germany “stands face to face 
with catastrophe.” The marshal 
made this statement in his speech 
on the eve of the 26th anniversary 
of the Bolshevist revolution. 
THAT address by the sphinx of 
Moscow, who talks little but 
acts much, may prove to be of 
Creator importance to the Allied 
cause than the great victories along 
the Russo-German framt. 
It echoes the Allied solidarity an 
nounced after the recent tri-partite 
conference in Moscow—a solidarity 
upon which the peace of the world 
undoubtedly hangs. 
The premier’s speech ostensibly 
was a tribute to the war effort of 
the Russian people—military and 
civilian. However, he used it as a 
vehicle to convey many cogent 
thoughts to both friend and foe for 
abroad, and the note of Allied co­ 
operation was strong. 
The proof of the Allied solidar­ 
ity pudding naturally will be in 
the 
eating, but 
Stalin’s speech 
leaves no doubt that the conference 
has indeed produced a marked im­ 
provement in the complexion of re­ 
lations among the big three—Rus­ 
sia. America and Britain. 
Much of the distrust appears to 
hare been eliminated, though one 
would be over-optlmlstic to be­ 
lieve that all’the hurdles have been 
cleared.

4-To-IO-Cent Increase Is 
Called ‘Unsatisfactory’ 


ONE of the thinga that impressed 
me moat was Stalin’s calm as­ 
surance of Russia’s might. It was 
the certainty which one would ex­ 
pect to observe in the. leader of a 
vast, self-contained empire which 
many close students of the situa­ 
tion believe will emerge from Alia 
war as the dominant power of the 
eastern hemisphere. 
One gathers that Russia stands 
pat on her frontiers aa they were 
when Hitler attacked the Soviet 
Union, a question which must hive 
resulted in the burning of mid­ 
night oil by the tri-partite 
ferees.

Unions Take Strike Vote 
The 15 unions affected, repre­ 
senting railroad workers who do 
not actually run trains or engines, 
now are taking a strike vote and 
are relying on a congressional 
resolution to enforce an earlier 
award providing for an 8-cent In­

straight boost of 20 cents an hour. 
Vinson vetoed the 8-cent award, 
which the carriers had accepted.

Free Countries Urged 
In apparent reassurance to those 
fearing a Communist hegemony 
post-war program, the Soviet lead­ 
er declared “the people of France, 
Yugoslavia and the occupied coun­ 
tries again must beome free and 
independent.” 
“This is our first aim that the 
peoples of Europe must have free­ 
dom to choose their own govern­ 
ments," he continued. 
We also must see that there is 
not in the future any chance for 
aggression by Germany." 
The Moscow conference docu­ 
ments pledged specifically only the 
independence of Austria. 
Stalin, the first of the “big 
three" national leaders to speak 
publicly of the Moscow conference 
since its conclusion, confirmed the 


wide-spread feeling that the Joint 
meeting of the foreign secretaries 
of the United States, Britain and 
Rusia brought full agreement on 
military program for the early de­ 
feat of Germany as well as open 
ing new sistas of American- British 
Russian cooperation In the post­ 
war world. 
Cites WaFa 'Turning Point* 
The marshal, making one of his 
rare public appearances, said the 
“collaboration of the Allies has be­ 
come stronger an dbetter" through 
the last year, climaxed by the Mos- 
cof sessions. 
Stalin said the last 12 months 
“brought the turning point of the 
war." During the darkest moments 
of the war, Stalin related, the 
"troops of the Red army did not 
lose heart.” 
“They steadfastly withstood all 
trials," he continued. “They found 
enough strength to hold back the 
enemy and to Inflict couter-blows.

Twenty-Six Years Later 
THS anniversary of the declaration of the first 
Soviet congress superseding the old govern 
meat on Nor. 7, 1917, this year found Russia at 
a tenith of lnfluencs. Marshal Stalin's govern­ 
ment has completed an accord with the United 
States and Great Britain. 
* 
The Red army Is defeating the Invaders of Ger­ 
many, formerly Europe’s strongest military pow­ 
er. Russian Influence In Enrope and Asia is 
solidly established. Its place In the world is as­ 
sured for years to coms as the consequence of 
Its emergence from political chaos and economic 
backwardnees. The 26th anniversary of the cli­ 
max of the revolutionary movement which over­ 
threw the tsars Is a great occasion. 
It Is difficult now for those who remember 
the Bolsheviks end the early years of the rev­ 
olution they led to realise how much time has 
passed since then. It has been a different quar­ 
ter of a century for Russia, but Russia survlvad 
and was ready for the great challenge to Its 
national existence when the challenge finally 
came. 6nly the reckless will claim to under­ 
stand how It all happened—whether because the 
revolutionaries prevailed In 1917, or whether they 
were ready to accept leadership of a country 
so intrinsically strong and powerful that a de­ 
cadent regime finally was thrown off by a 
revolutionary surge of all the Russian people. 
Their exploits In the war do suggest, however, 
that something vastly more powerful than a po­ 
litical movement was released 21 years ego when 
Rassle broke with its past and plunged Into the 
future. 


THE elections do more then In­ 
dicate, they demonstrate, that 
the responsibility of governing the 
country has been passing gradu 
ally but surely into the hands of 
the Republicans. 
There ere, outside the solid south, 
38 states; of these 24 now have 
Republican governors, In 27 tbs 
legislature Is controlled by the 
Republicans, and in two more tbs 
control Is divided.

However, what Tannehlll talks 
about Is the weather of the world 
and that may ran his book Into the 
best seller lists. He unearths such 
facts as: In summer the temper­ 
ature of the water in some parts 
of the tropical Pacific reaches 90 
degrees and in the Red sea and 
Persian Gulf, 94 to 96 degrees. 
In spite of that, he .explains, tbs 
dr in these tropical waters feels 
jold to those constantly exposed 
to It and cites Eddie Rickenback- 
er's experience on a raft, while 
drifting around the Pacific. Waves 
slopped into the raft at night felt 
like buckets o f ice water, although 
it was probably far above 70 de­ 
grees.

Trend Is Evident 
The trend is dram atically illus­ 
trated by the number of counties 
which have gone Republican in the 
middle w est since 1932. In 
the 
E ast Central and W est C entral 
areas of the country, comprising 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan, 
Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, North 
Dakota and South Dakota — the 
g reat Fatm Belt of America — 
there are 1,058 counties, roughly 
one-third of all counties in the 
United States. 
In 1932, in this area, only 121 
of these counties went Republican. 
In 1936, 236 w ent Republican. In 
1940, 763 went Republican. Today, 
on basis of Institute surveys in 
these areas, an estim ated 925 of 
the 1,058 counties are Republican. 
Illustrates Extant 
T he extent to which the large 
cities of the country form the key-j 
stone of Democratic strength can 
be seen from these facts: 
In 1936 no city w ith a population 
of 250,000 or more went Republican. 
In the same year only one city in 
the United States, of those with 
populations of 100,000 to 250,000— 
Syracuse—gave the Republicans a 
m ajority. In 1940, no city w ith 
a population of 500,000 or more 
w ent Republican. Only two cities

The opinion stated th at employes 
are not entitled autom atically to 
the IS percent wage increase per­ 
missible under the “Little Steel” 
formula. 
It was held that, in general, enf- 
ployes receiving lower pay should 
receive relatively larger percentage 
increases than those receiving com­ 
paratively high wages. 
The decision which has bsen 
pending nearly a year and has at­ 
tracted wide attention, granted less 
than the full 15 percent increase 
under the “Little Steel” formula to 
printers of the Canton, O. Re­ 
pository, a daily newspaper, and 
more than 15 percent to proofread­ 
ers in the Burna p la n t 
Journeym en printers were given 
an increase of five cent an hour 
from 91-30 to 91.35, representing a 
total increase of 12| percent over 
the January, 1941, rate of 91-20. 
Proofreaders were granted an in­ 
crease of 71 cents an hour from 971 
cents to 91-05, an increase of 16% 
percent over the January, 1941 
rate.' 
In announcing its decision, the 
board pointed out th at the “ ‘taper­ 
ing principle’ to the ‘Little 8teel 
formula,’ establishes a principle 
which may extend far beyond the 
newspaper industry.”

Drastic Gas Shortage 
Is Predicted By Soldo 
Executive For Spring 


B y Th* Associated Pros*. 
CLEVELAND, Nov. 8—An offi­ 
cial of the Standard OII Co. of 
Ohio 
predicts 
"a 
very 
drastic 
shortage’’ of gasoline for civilians 
if military requirements continue 
as at present 
Sohlo has cut dealer gasoline 
allotments 20 percent below May- 
June deliveries, said the official, 
who 
preferred 
anonymity. 
He 
added that "if the weather Is 
nice some of our dealers might be 
out of supplies at times.” 
If military fuel demands con­ 
tinue, he asserted, there will be 
‘a very drastic shortage” next 
spring. He said drivers might not 
feel the pinch before March be­ 
cause motoring usually went into 
seasonal decline during winter. 
The fuel curtailment to dealers 
affects competitors as well, he 
added, since Sohio, like other com­ 
panies, is furnishing gasoline to 
competitors In addition to Its own 
dealers because of government re­ 
strictions on cross-hauling. 


NEW MATERIAL HELPS 
•WEATHERPROOF’ GUNS

protecting machine guns from dirt 
and water during landing oper­ 
ations has been overcome by a 
new packing material, developed 
by American chemists and now in 
wide use on battlefronts.
